Slovaks in the 
United States invited him to visit 
them this summer. 
“I have just completed a tour of 
all Europe,” 
said 
Mr. Dvorack, 
“and these storms are in the air. 
Germany will break up into small 
states of a hundred years ago. The 
3.000.000 
Germans 
now 
held 
by 
th*1 Czechs will join the Saxons, 
while the Austrians will join Ute 
Barvarians, perhaps. 
“There will be a war between 
the Poles and the Czechs, as the 
latter have an understanding with 
the Moscow government. 
In this 
war Hungary will help the Poles, 
in order to get back Slovakia, once 
her province. 
Should the Ruman­ 
ians have difficulties 
with 
the 
Russian bolshevik! over the old pro­ 
vince of Bessarabia,this will be a 
signal for the Hungarians to get 
hack Transylvania. 
The Hungar­ 
ians 
know 
well 
that 
the 
Allies 
cant help the Czechs in a military 
way, and perhaps wouldn’t if they 
could. 
“The point 
that 
troubles 
the 
Hungarians most is the possible at­ 
titude of the Serbs should the Hun­ 
garians engage in a new war. 
They 
hope that Italy in such case would 
threaten 
the 
Serbs. 
Should the 
Hungarians first strengthen them­ 
selves by helping the monarchists 
in Austria to overthrow that repub­ 
lic, and then both be joined anew 
under Emperor Charles, the case 
with Serbia might be helped. 
•Hungary is in such a condition 
at present that she can’t abide by 
the frontiers of the peace treaty. 
Two-thrids 
of

has 
been taken by the Czechs, Serbs 
and Rumanians, the latter getting 
nearly one-third. 
Her population 
has been cut from 20,000,000 to 
8.000.000. 
These 12,000,000 
un­ 
der new domination are »emg rob­ 
bed and mistreated by their new 
masters, until many flee to Hun­ 
gary proper. 
“This has made a big, dissatis­ 
fied population which has no money 
or work, or any future unless they 
win hack their homes. 
“So a new arar will inevitably 
come out of this homelessness and 
hatred and poverty. 
In Sloakia ii* 
Czechs have tried to rule by arms 
but 
the locally enrolled 
soldiers 
are fleeing to the forests. 
Com­ 
munism has been declared by worx- 
men in the centers about Kaschu. 
The peasants who used each year 
to go to the plains of Hungary to 
till the soil and gather the harvests 
are not now allowed to cross the 
frontiers. 
So they must starve this 
winter.

These early 
settlers of the new territory will 
re-live the days when their “tarps** 
and the chuck wagon were their 
only subsistence, and swap stories 
that have been forgotten 'to many, 
and yet vivid to others. 
A 
big 
camp-fire, 
smoker 
and 
story-telling hour will be held at 
midnight on Sunday, September 5. 
The old-timers will bring their bed­ 
ding and sleep on the open prai­ 
ries, eat from the old chuck wagon 
and conclude with a barbecue and 
“mulligan** feast. 
Cowboys who will attend the re­ 
union will stage a contest, with va­ 
rious events open to all comers and 
with a roping contest for Indians 
only. An added attraction will be 
a roping contest wherein the par­ 
ticipants will be given the swiftest 
footed ostrich to rope, and the first 
to get a lariat around his neck will 
be awarded a cash prize.

LONDON, Aug. 
28.— Never has 
there been such an exodus from the 
larger cities of England to seaside 
and village for the vacation period 
as this year. Railroads- and coast­ 
wise 
steamship 
companies 
have 
been unabel to cope with the traf­ 
fic and lack of housing facilities 
at the more popular resorts have 
forced thousands to sleep on the 
sands until they can arrange to 
get back home. 
August, partly because of cus­ 
tom, and partly because this month 
is the warmest of the cool English 
summer, is the great holiday time 
of the country. 
This year the government de­ 
cided to raise railroad fares to 75 
per cent above the pre-war level 
in order to recoup some of the 
losses incurred in operation by the 
government. This increase was made 
in face of a solid press campaign 
against it and was announced to 
become effective August 6. Conse­ 
quently thousands who had planned 
their vacations later changed their 
plans to avoid the fare increase. 
The decision to go early came too 
late to arrange for accomodations 
at resorts and thousands left home 
with the idea of taking a chance 
on getting rooms. The result was 
congestion everywhere. 
At some of the London stations! 
people waited seven hours to catch 
trains. Trains to Brighton 
were! 
heavily loaded 
long 
before 
tho 
hour of departure. 
At 
Liverpool 
they took positions Friday night I 
to obtain places on the 
boats Sat- i 
urday to the popular Isle of Man.] 
The boats were loaded as rapidly1 
as they could be docked but thou-1 
sands were left behind when Satur­ 
day night came. 
People on 
the i 
wharves were admonished by off!-1 
cials not to go unless they had ac­ 
comodations on the island. 
Few 
heeded it, however, and that night! 
the beaches were almost covered 
wtih persons unable to get shelter 
or unable to pay the high prices 
resulting from the influx. 
Thousands went 
to 
resorts by 
motor char-a-bancs which have be­ 
come very popular this summer be­ 
cause of high rail fares and in­ 
convenience of crowded trains. 
It is a custom in England for j 
many people of the less influential 
classes to marry on “bank holiday,** 
the firdt Monday in August. They 
take their fortnight vacation for 
the honeymoon. At one village two 
hours before a train left for a 
popular nearby resort, 29 couples 
were lined up In front of the vil­ 
lage church waiting their turn for 
the parson to do his duty.
